000. 

Browning- is being investigated by 
the Securities Exchange Commis- 
sion* in connection with the claim 
of the Union Electric Co. of St. 
Louis 'that it paid $35,000 for attor- 
ney fees and other services which 
included lobbying to get a bill 
■passed by which that firm' would 
get state tax reduction. 

Hodge was to do the lobbying 
and Browning was to do the legal 
work. Browning said he never got 
his $7,000 fee said to have been paid 
to Hodge.

"What we need in this 1ow.ni is an industry of 
some sort!" Wci'vc all heard that statement or one 
like it a hundred times over.

How many have facilities such as 
good schools, available housing, places for recreation, 
attractive shopping centers, and all the other things 
management looksffor" In addition to a factory site? 

A program called PianheH Progress, which has 
been operating for several ' years in Missouri and 
parts of Iowa and' Illinois, is designed to help the 
smaller communities hecome more attractive places 
to live in and work 1n. • It is sponsored by the Mis- 
souri Edison, Missouri Power and Light, and Union 
Electric Companies. "'They help organize the, pro- 
gram, and provide" 'coordination, advice, and the 
stimulation of cash A wards to spark local .efforts. 

Townspeople in; . more ' than 200 communities 
have participated in the program since 1952. Some 
of the things they have done include the following:, 
Installed new sidewalks, paved streets, made v and; 
installed street sigris; carried on supervised recreation 
program for children;*' campaigned for bond issues 
for improved schools ■ and water' systems, r developed 
city parks and community centers, organized volun- 
teer fire fighting associations, and .organized clean- 
. up campaigns on a community wide basis. 

To quote from .an editorial in the Warsaw, 111., 
Bulletin, "Although- it isn't possible for an outsider 
to solve another community's problems, it's certainly 
possible for an outsider to help a community solve 
its own problems. And that is. exactly, the kind of 
boost w*e are getting from Planned Progress." 

ECONOMIC HIGHLIGHTS 

Last year saw lihe first observance of Farm- 
City Week. By any standard, it was a great success. 
Kiwanis International "'was the spearhead 1 of the 
group. Some 40O' 'national' and regional organiza-

Practically every community in this country, 
along with .many <in Canada, witnessed observances.

Now the second annual observance of the Week 
is on the .horizon — November 16-22 is the time. 
Kiwanis will again do the spearhead work ini most 
communities. And this year's observance, it would 
seem, is to be even bigger and better than last year's. 

The purpose of the Week is as admirable as it 
Is simple. It is to 'faring about better understanding, 
it is hoped, between the urban and rural segments 
of our society." Through this understanding, it is 
hoped will come the realization by farmers and urban 
people that neither is self-sufficient; that the two 
groups are. interdependent, and that "every city or 
house divided against itself shall not stand." 

It would take pages to list all the organizations: 
Which are sponsoring the Week and cooperating 
to put it over. There is a national Farm^City Week" 
committee, with 73 members, made up of represen- 
tatives from governmental agencies, service and agri- 
cultural organizations, "industry and business, trade 
associations, farm publications, and ; so on and so on. 
Branches of such bodies will carry. on the observance 
On the local level. 

These' observances, naturally, will vary some- 
what. from community to community. But there isa 
general pattern which is national in its scope. Bus: 
nessmen will tour farms, rural residents will "tour 
cities and factories, there will be joint tours with both 
groups going together. "Meetings of farm a*n)d citj* 
people (will feature fellowship and the exchange , of 
pertinent information concerning particular prob- 
lems the two groups face. There will be one-day 
interchanges, ire which city folk will spend a day on 
the farm,, and country people n day in the city., 
Demonstrations,: of new farming techniques will- be a 
feature, along with displays of agriqultural product ., 
"Church services will be devoted' to . the Farm-City 
Interdependence tlheme.' Also,' there will be" what 
is known as "high-visibility" projects. As an- ex- 
ample, last year a. Vermont country family changed 
places with a New York City family for the week, 
and pictorial, editorial and broadcast coverage was 
given every phase of the life of each group for the* 
entire period." 

All in all;. it's' a big job— for a big cause.

NEW LIVES' )FOR OLD 

One of the most brilliant and 
satisfying advances jfo modern medi- 
cine is the rehabilitation^ of the 
physically handicapped : pe rso n. 
Through it new courage is' imbued 
in the sightless, the hard' of .hear- 
ing, the cardiac, the congenitally 
disabled and the person handicapped 
through accident, the Educational 
Committee of the Illinois State 
Medical Society observes in Health 
Talk! , - : ' 

What is rehabilitation ;6f thehan- 
dicapped? It is the .training period 
designed to, restore -use as far as 
possible to ' the" affected part; to 
utilize the prostheses or- Appliances 
that substitute for missing limbs; to 
give courage to a despondent patient 
whose 'livelihood has been cut off 
because of the ' disablement. The 
over-all objective is to return the 
handicapped person.: to a state of 
usefulness, the ability to earn his 
living <and to take am active part In 
'his community. 

Rehabilitation is 'a teamwork ef- 
fort. It requires- close .coordination 
on the part of physicians, speech 
counselors, physical- 'therapists, psy- 
chologists, occupational; therapists, 
and job counselors. •' • ■ . ' 

For example, should^ ;a patient be 
a hemiplegic, that is a person who, 
■because of a cerebral . hemorrhage 
or appoplexy, has suffered an in- 
jury to the brain r t which resulted 



in a paralysis of one .arm and leg 
both on the same side of the body, 
he must be taught many things. 
Speech, for 'example. He may -.be 
able to think words but not to pro- 
nounce them. Then He must learn 
to, walk to achieve the proper bal- 
ance heretofore supplied by two 
normal legs, and he must learn to 
use the affected arm by exercising 
it through physican therapy. Leg 
and arm braces ■ may be necessary. 

. Then the. patient may be a 
paraplegic, that is one in whom 
the use of the legs is gone,. Or the 
patient may be an amputee, 'that is 
a person who has one or more ex- 
tremities missing. 

■ Special types of prostheses are 
now developed to assist these pa- 
tients to a new road of self -manage- 
ment, so they cam not only do things 
for themselves, such as dressing and 
eating, .but can fulfill gainful em- 
ployment. 

This process of rehabilitation is 
not a development for the future. 
It is with us today anid should be 
understood by everyone. 1 We know 
that the patient can be rehabilitated, 
but what is harder to* achieve is the 
rehabiliation of the people who 
make up his community. This re- 
habiliation aims toward education 
of the 1 community a<md industry to 
understand that, the physically 
handicapped person is part of the 
people and should be accepted as 
such. 

V 

Once the community and indus- 
try understand that the disabled 



person can contribute", the paths of 
progress can be expanded. 

•Until comparatively recently- in- 
dustry closed its doors to the handi- 
capped. The myth that they were 
"risks" has been exploded "in the 
light of numerous statistics to prove 
they were involved in fewer acci- 
dents and had less absenteeism than 
the non-handicapped worker. The 
blind and otherwise handicapped 
are mow operating drill presses, for 
example, using them safely, effec- 
tively and without accident. This 
is also true of the wheel chair pa- 
tient, and of the amputee who uses 
the "hook" appliance for hands.

iphe "bump-bump-bump" effect is 
caused by the joints in the^high- 
v/ays- r ^ iese roads were built in 
segments, to allow for. expansion 
and contraction due to temperature 
changes. 

Engineers ,now believe that the 
joints may be unnecessary.* They 
gay that continuously reinforced 
concrete pavement may result in 
lower maintenance costs, in addi- 
tion to providing smoother rides. 

Indiana, Illinois, New Jersey, Cali- 
fornia and Texas are among the 
states that have stretches of con- 
itinuously reinforced concrete pave- 
ment. The Indiana road was built 
in 1938, followed by Illinois and 
New Jersey in 1947, California in 
1949 and Texas in 1951. A new 
stretch is being constructed; in Penn- 
sylvania. 

The Committee oni Reinforced 
Concrete Research, of American Iron 
and Steel Institute — composed of 22 
producers of concrete reinforcing 
bars — is, helping to sponsor re- 
search on the Pennsylvania high- 
way, which is near York, Pa. The 
tests are being conducted by Le-' 
high University. 

A prominent highway engineer 
believes that the life of continuous- 
ly reinforced concrete pavement 
will exceed that of other pavement 
designs by a number of years.

- The "Country Fair" is the plan 
•that the' teams ; , have adopted to 
counter this unfounded idea. At 
the "Fairs," cooks from galleys in 
the area where the "Fair" is being 
held are' invited to attend. ■ They sit 
in to watch and judge the results 
of the vjsiting cooks and bakers., 

As the pies, cakes; salads, meats 
and other dishes are turned out by 
.the team of experts, local cooks 
judge and score them, While no- 
body gets a blue ribbon for "best 
in show 1 ', this coring leads' to .lively 
informal .discussions of the right 
and wrong methods of food prepara- 
tion. To get the' feminine view- 
point, wives of the cooks are also 
invited. ' 

Over 600 commands have been

Perfume Comes From 
Elephant's Ear, Deer, 
Antioch Women Told 

Arsha-louiso Bedroslaiv, interpre- 
ter of Oriental life, chose "The Ro- 
mance of Treasure Perfumes" from 
her list of topics when she spoke 
before the Antioch Woman's Club 
on Monday afternoon. 

Her purple lavishly jeweled cos- 
tume was a mixture of Oriental 
robes with a European skirt. She 
also wore a heavily jeweled tiara 
and veil. 

She is an Armenian and des- 
cribed her country as the oldest 
and smallest nation in the world 
and the first to accept Christianity. 
She was born< in an Armenian par- 
sonage in Turkey. Her father was 
also a doctor and lawyer. 

She spoke of the role of perfume 
in the lives of some of history's 
enchantresses arid pointed out that 
choice blends come from the four 
corners of the earth. 

From the Himalaya Mountains of 
India, comes the powerful and 
pleasing odor of the male musk deer, 
she. related, and told that the odor 
of seven musk still perfumes the 
Taj Mahal after being incorporated 
into its building materials in 1631.

It Is not too early to begin making your holiday fruit cakes now 
for it ia beat to age the cake properly — at IcaBt a month, and six 
weeks timo is bettor. During this period the flavor mellows and 
moisture in fruits and cake equalize so that it is easy to cut. 

This recipe makes two cakes, a round one and a loaf. The cakes 
are rich ana delicious with lots of candied fruits, dried fruits, nuts, 
a bit of canned pineapple and a touch of Sherry wine. 

Hero's how we like to store this delicious fruit cake. Remove 
baking papers from cooled cakes and wrap in cloth moistened in 
California dessert., wine. Then wrap again in waxed paper or 
aluminum foil/Placo in covered metal container. Occasionally (about 
onco a week), sprinkle several tablespoons of wino over cloth to 
keep slightly 'moist'.' Before wrapping as a gift, glaze and decorate. 

To glaze, ho! I' corn syrup a few seconds and brush on the cake. 
Dccorato with dried fruit and almonds. 

GALA FRUIT CAKE

Remove pits from prunes, and cook 
In samo syrop Tor 10 minute's. Drain on wire rack. Cream shorten- 
ing and remaining 1 cup sugar together thoroughly. Beat in eggs 
one at a time. Reserve % cup flour for fruits. Sift remaining flour 
with baking powder and Bait. Blend into creamed mixture. Stir in 
plumped raisins. Chop almonds, apricots and prunes; combine with 
pineapple, halved cherries and walnuts. Mix reserved flour with 
fruit-nut mixture, pour batter over it and blend well. Turn into 
8-inch tube pan and small loaf pan (about 8V& x 4% x 2^-inches) 
which have been lined with 2 thicknesses greased brown paper. 
Bako in slow oven (300* P.) with shallow pan of hot water on 
floor of oven.' Tube pan will require about 8%' hours, loaf,' pan 
about 3 hours. -Remove' cakes to .wire rack to cool, but do not 
remove paper. Remove baking paper before wrapping in wine 
soaked cloth, and then in waxed paper or foil. Weighs about 6 
pounds. *'

Sluggish Rabbit, He 
May Have Tularemia 

Beware of sluggish, slow-moving 

rabbits- Let stray dead rabbits lie - 
Wear rubber gloves while dressing 
game, particularly rabbits. 

In issuing these suggestions to 
Illinois sportsmen as safeguards 
against ' tularemia infection, Dr. 
Roland R. Cross, state public health 
director, pointed out that while 
tularemia infects many wild ani- 
mals, it is most common among 
rabbits. The disease causes chills, 
fever and prostration. It is rarely 
if ever transmitted from one per- 
son to anotherJ 

Thorough cooking of all game 
peat is important im preventing 
tularemia, Dr. Cross said. Freezing 
peat does not kill the organism 
which, causes the diseases. 

Due to precautionary measures, 
tularemia is becoming, less prevalent 
in Illinois year by year. From 272 
reported cases im 1940, it has de- 
clined to 40 known cases last year. 

The open season on Illinois rab- 
bits begins Nov. 24 and will runi 
until Jan. 20.

' gency brakes too. Look for cuts, 
bruises or. unusual bumps oif your 
tire.

For less than half of what high-

Many a motorist is unaware of 
his obligation to yield the right-of- 
way to a pedestrian. Illinois law 
states that ' a motorist must yield 
the right-of-way to any pedestrian 
crossing a roadway within a marked 
crosswalk or within any unmarked 
crosswalk at an Intersection where 
no traffic signals are In place or 
operation. (Section 74, Uniform 
Act Regulating Traffic.) 

All of the responsibility Is not 
upon the shoulders of the driver. 
Pedestrians, too, have their obliga- 
tions. They must heed all traffic 




signals. (Section 73,. Uniform Act 
Regulating Traffic.) The carelesB 
pedestrian who doeB not heed a 
traffic signal la foolishly risking his 
life. One of the prime reasons traf- 
fic signals are erected is to prevent 
Injuries and save lit es. They lose 
their value if pedestrians do not 
pbey them. 

A recent survey revealed that 
most pedestrian victims are elderly 
or infirm persons who aren't quick 
enough afoot to avoid* an approach- 
ing vehicle. These persons— as well 
wi the younger vlotJma— need every 
consideration pomlble from the 
driver. of a vehicle weighing many 
£hnea that of the. victim.
